The plant is equipped 
with two refrigerating machines of 125 tens 
daily capacity’ wach. : Fifty: tous of ice are 
produ: need. daily for packing meats shipped 
and for local-use, The equivalent of 200 
tons of ics is used for cold storage purposes,. 
The manual Iabor used in the erection of 
tho plant was Japanese nod natives. The 
Japanese were paid £2.00 per day (Mexican), 
while the natives, recived $1.00 per day, 
Moxican silver...

U. §. TRANSPORT ON A ROCK. 


Narrow Escape of the ‘Warren’ 
In the Inland Sea. ‘a 

The U.S. Transport Warren, from Ma- 
nila for San Francisco, a d in Kobe 
harbour this morfing (Noy. 5), after having 
strack a rook in the Inland Sea near Moji 
and narrowly esesped sinking, Thoncoident 
occurred about 9 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing. The vessel wus steaming ‘full speed 
at the time, and of course in browd day- 
light. The vessel] has passed Moji an 
hour or so before the accident occurred. 
“When nearing the point styled Isaki on the 
charts, on which there is « lighthouse, 
a Jnpanese vessel got in tho WWarren’s 
course, and it was in avoiding this vessel 
that, the transport struck -a rock~a 
charted rock which is said to be named 
* Fisherman’s Rock.’,. It appears thst the 
Japanese boat -was-warned by the Warren's 
whistle ta stand clear of the stesmer’s 
course ‘but there was no reply te the 
warbipg, and the Warren attempted to pass 
round the smaller vessol,’ with the result 
described, The engines were reversed im- 
mediately the vessel striack, and sha backed 
off without much difficulty, She was then 
found to be making water, but on cxamitin- 
tion it proved that she was not doing Ao 
seriously. In the meantime, however, the 
yeasel’s head had been turned shorewards 
with the idea of beach ing her, as was done 
in the case of the Morgan Qity which struck 
arockin the Inland Ses in a somewhat 
similar way and wag subsequently beached, 
The Warren, however, is a double- 
bottumed steanier, and the secoud bottom 
dovs not seem to have been svriously 
damaged by the impact on the rocks. At 
any rate, as it tas found that the vessel 
was not in serious danger hor head was 
again turned and the'royage to Kobe con- 
tinued at reduced speed. She arrived here, 
as reported, this morning. It haa been 
found that as many 3 twenty’plates have 
been ripped up, and it is apparent that had 
the vessel not had a second bottom a most 
serious disaster would have occurred us 
otherwise she would certainly bavé sunk 
& very short’ time after the accident. On 
the vessel’s arrival hore the accident was 
duly reported to the U.S. Consulate, 
and Capt. Cannon, who is in’ com. 
mand, along with his officera, have 
niade statements t2 Mr 5. 8. Lyon, 
S. Consul, with regard to the cire 
cumstances of tho accident. Meantime 
artingements are proceeding with the view 
of having the Marien docked. © Telegrams 
have been exchanged as io the likelihood 
of the docking facilities at Kure being 
available forthe Warren, and it is probable 
that tho ressel will go there to undergo 
repair. As the transport carries 5 large 
company ‘of troops, invalided men and 
prisoners, further arrangements have had 
to be undertaken with regard to their 
diéposition pending the completion of 
repairs to the Warren. Thore was sume 
mention this forenoon of the possibility of 
the sick being brought ashore here in the: 
meantime and this matter isin the hands 
of Mr Lyon and the officers in charge. 

Wo learn that the ship’s company was in 
all.as_ fdllows: 48. suloon passengers, 320 
sick, 610 discharged soldiers, sailurs’ and 
marines.

of the proposed” breeding establishment 
should consist of 10,000 mnres and 2010 
stallions. Masiagemont would be £10,000 
per annem, and the total cost to beginning 
of output, would be £679,000," After six 
years he estimates that there would be avail- 
kble an annual draft’ of 5000 head. . The 
annual cost would then be £40,000, includ- 
ing £17,000 interest, so tit’ the cost of 
each horse would’ be £8.
